France to sign gay 
marriage bill into 
law today 


PARIS, France (AFP) - 
French President Francois 
Hollande was set to sign a 
gay marriage and adoption 
bill into law on Saturday after 
it was cleared by the Consti¬ 
tutional Council which 
turned down a challenge by 
the right-wing opposition. 

Hollande, who had made 
’’marriage for all” a key elec¬ 
tion pledge, made the an¬ 
nouncement saying it was 
’’now time to respect the law 
and the Republic” after the 
top French institution cleared 
the bill on Friday. 

The first gay wedding can 
be held 10 days after Hol¬ 
lande signs it into law. 

Today, France will be¬ 
come the 14th country to le¬ 
galise same-sex marriage, 
joining a club of eight other 
European nations — the 
Netherlands, Belgium, Spain, 
Norway, Sweden, Portugal, 
Iceland and Denmark. 

The bill was approved on 
April 23 by parliament but 
was immediately challenged 
on constitutional grounds by 
the main right-wing opposi¬ 
tion UMP party of former 
president Nicolas Sarkozy. 


The UMP had opposed 
what it said was a fast-track 
voting procedure and argued 
that gay marriage represented 
such a fundamental change 
that more than a law is re¬ 
quired. 

A statement by the Coun¬ 
cil said same-sex marriage 
’’did not run contrary to any 
constitutional principles,” 
and that it did not infringe on 
’’basic rights or liberties or 
national sovereignty.” 

Harlem Desir, leader of 
Hollande’s ruling Socialist 
party, said: ”It's a victory for 
the French republic and for 
equality. It’s a day of great 
pride for the Socialists.” 

But a Parisian socialite 
who goes by the name of 
Frigide Barjot and has be¬ 
come the public face of the 
movement opposing gay 
marriage said the council's 
go-ahead was a ’’provoca¬ 
tion.” 

Barjot told AFP: ”It's an 
institutional revolution, ” 
adding: ”We are in the 
process of changing civilisa¬ 
tion.”

Pre-clearance is the next step in the 
future of self-service, according to 
KLM's Marketing VP Marjan Rintel 



Since 1934 KLM has been 
flying to the Dutch Antilles 
and in 1935 connections were 
established between Aruba, 
Curacao and Holland. KLM 
currently has 5 weekly direct 
flights and 14 indirect flights 
to Aruba. Marketing and 
Brand Vice President for 
KLM, Marjan Rintel, has in¬ 
dicated that...’’after an ab¬ 
sence of 2 years, KLM 
returned in 20 10 ... and we are 
happy to be back in Aruba 
and to be able to work on the 
Aruba Gateway concept be¬ 
tween Europe and the Amer¬ 
icas.” 

Aruba is working dilli- 
gently on getting a pre-clear¬ 
ance arrangement from 


Aruba to Europe. The process 
is far advanced. Pre-clear¬ 
ance is very relevant to KLM 
because for the airline the ex¬ 
perience of the consumer is 
an important part of the air¬ 
port processing. According to 
Rintel, KLM passengers de¬ 
test standing in long lines. 
For this very reason KLM 
has introduced various inno¬ 
vative methods such as self- 
service check-in, self-service 
boarding, self-service bag¬ 
gage drop-off. Even then 
people still have to stand in 
line to check their documen¬ 
tation. Rintel indicated that, 
for KLM, the pre-clearance 
project will mean the long 
lines will be eliminated at the 


airport in Europe if they can 
make the link between the 
check-in and ID verifications. 
As an airline, they are intent 
on cooperating wih the proj¬ 
ect and making it happen. 
This will make traveling for 
our clients so much easier. It 
is the develoment of the fu¬ 
ture, the next step in the area 
of self-service, according to 
Rintel. 

The process to implement 
the pre-clearance protocol is 
far advanced. During the Eu¬ 
rope Meets the Americas 
Conference two functional 
concepts were presented. 
KLM’s Rintel said...’’Bio¬ 
metrics is a proven concept. 
What we need now is to con¬ 
nect the IT systems to each 
other. What our governments 
need to do is to coordinate the 
project into the European 
treaties so that we can take 
the next steps to achieve the 
pre-clearance. 

For KLM, the Aruba Gate¬ 
way concept is very impor¬ 
tant. KLM flights transports 
50% of her passengers to 
Aruba and 70 to 80% to the 
Schengen countries. They all 
come to Aruba. KLM is func¬ 
tioning more and more as a 
transfer carrier as well as a 
commercial carrier. So that 
should Aruba become a Gate¬ 
way between Europe for the 
USA and Latin America via 
Aruba, KLM would gladly 
serve as transporter to make 
this happen, says Rintel. 

In her observation, Rintel 
remarked that it is much eas¬ 
ier for independent busi¬ 
nesses to do business with 
Latin America and Central 
America via the laws of 
Aruba and via the connec¬ 
tions of the Dutch Kingdom 
rather than establishing di¬ 
rectly in those countries. 

KLM’s direct and indirect 
flights to Aruba are doing 
well. What KLM intends to 
do in the future is establish 
partnerships. They already 
have a partnership with Insel- 
Air and other partners in the 
USA. They will be embark¬ 
ing on partnerships in Latin 
America and Central Amer¬ 
ica. In this manner they could 
connect their network for 
their clients.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) 
- UN leader Ban Ki-moon on 
Friday named former Dutch 
government minister Bert 
Koenders as head of the key 
UN mission in Mali where 
French and African troops 
are battling Islamist mili¬ 
tants. 

Koenders will head UN 
efforts to help Mali's interim 
government to re-establish 
control over the African state 
where Islamist extremists 
took over the north of the 
country for 10 months until 
France intervened in January. 

"Fie has a key role in the 
perspective of rallying the 
different parties in the 
process. It is not an easy task, 
but it is imperative," Dutch 
Foreign Minister Frans Tim¬ 
mermans said in welcoming 
the appointment. 

The UN Multidimen¬ 
sional Integrated Stabiliza¬ 
tion Mission in Mali 
(MINUSMA) peacekeeping 
force is aiming to take over 
from French and African 
forces in July. 

Koenders was Dutch min¬ 
ister for development coop¬ 
eration from 2007 to 2010. 
He has been the head of the 
UN mission in Ivory Coast, 
UNOCI, since October 2011. 

Former Niger foreign 
minister Aichatou Min- 
daoudou Souleymane will 
take over as head of UNOCI, 
the UN said. Mindaoudou 
was deputy and head of the 
UN-African Union force in 
Darfur from 2011 until 
March this year. 

Ban also named Lieu¬ 
tenant General Carlos Al¬ 
berto Dos Santos Cruz of 
Brazil as force commander of 
the UN Stabilization Mission 
in the Democratic Republic 
of the Congo (MONUSCO).

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Yahoo! sets event amid Tumblr talk 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Yahoo! 
scheduled a news conference 
Monday amid reports it was 
in talks with popular blog¬ 
ging platform Tumblr about 
an acquisition or strategic al¬ 
liance. 

The California tech giant 
offered no details of the 
event, set for New York, but 
invited reporters to "join us 
as we share something spe¬ 
cial." 

Tumblr, a fast-growing 
blogging platform popular 
with young Internet users, is 


headquartered in New York. 

The Dow Jones-owned 
website AllThingsD reported 
Friday that Yahoo! is eyeing 
the move to attract more 
users from the key 18- to 24- 
year-old age bracket, and that 
the Internet pioneer sees 
Tumblr as one of the 
"coolest" sites. 

The report said talks be¬ 
tween the two firms were "se¬ 
rious" but that nothing had 
been finalized. 

Yahoo! has been looking 
at a range of acquisitions 


since Marissa Mayer took 
over as chief executive last 
year and vowed to revive the 
company, which has faded in 
the face of competition from 
Google. 

AllThingsD said Tumblr 
could fetch as much as $ 1 bil¬ 
lion, and that its current val¬ 
uation based on investments 
is believed to be in the range 
of $800 million. 

The report said Tumblr is 
interested in "strategic" in¬ 
vestments, which could mean 
some kind of alliance. 


Forbes magazine mean¬ 
while reported that Facebook 
and Microsoft were also in¬ 
terested in Tumblr but that 
Yahoo! was negotiating 
under a "lockup" that would 
prevent other offers unless a 
deal with Yahoo! fell 
through. 

Yahoo! recently failed in a 
bid to take over the online 
video site Dailymotion after 
the French government, 
which owns a stake, quashed 
the deal. The California firm 
is now reported to be inter¬ 


ested in another video web¬ 
site, Hulu. 

Tumblr has grow into one 
of the most popular social 
media sites since its founding 
in 2007, but has also been 
dogged by copyright issues. 

A 2012 lawsuit from Per¬ 
fect 10 claimed Tumblr al¬ 
lows its users to post and 
"reblog" content from the 
adult magazine. 

Tumbles says it has more 
than 107 million blogs, 50 
billion postings and 175 em¬ 
ployees.

Apple, US lawmakers in offshore tax showdown 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Apple and US lawmakers are 
gearing up for a showdown 
over taxes — specifically how 
to deal with the huge stockpile 
of cash held by Apple and other 
multinational firms offshore. 

A Senate panel has called 
Apple chief executive Tim 


Cook and others from the 
California tech giant to tes¬ 
tify at a hearing Tuesday on 
’’methods employed by 
multinational corporations to 
shift profits offshore.” 

The hearing comes amid 
increased scrutiny on off¬ 
shore holdings of big US cor¬ 


porations, which have hun¬ 
dreds of billions overseas but 
are reluctant to bring the 
funds home because they 
could be subject to a top tax 
rate of 35 percent. 

Apple is in focus because 
of its $145 billion cash stock¬ 
pile, much of it offshore. The 


company recently sold $17 
billion in bonds to raise cash 
instead of repatriating profits, 
which would be taxed. 

Cook told the Washington 
Post he will be offering his 
own proposal to lawmakers, 
which he argued would make 
it easier for Apple and other 


companies to repatriate off¬ 
shore profits. 

Apple ’’likely is the largest 
corporate taxpayer in the 
US,” Cook said in the inter¬ 
view, estimating that the 
iPhone and iPad maker 
would pay $7 billion this year 
in income taxes. 


International Day Against 
Homophobia marked with 
tolerance pleas 



ima arrives for the opening 
of conference to mark the 
May 17 annual Interna¬ 
tional Day Against Homo¬ 
phobia, in The Hague, the

May 17 was International 
Day Against Homophobia 
and the event was marked 
across Europe with demon¬ 
strations and calls for toler¬ 
ance. 

EU foreign policy chief 
Catherine Ashton issued a 
statement reaffirming the Eu¬ 
ropean Union’s ’’commitment 
to equality and nondiscrimi¬ 
nation.” 

EU Justice and Funda¬ 
mental Rights Commissioner 
Viviane Reding said homo¬ 


phobia and transphobia — the 
fear of transgender people — 
are ’’violations of human dig¬ 
nity.” 

In the Georgian capital, 
Tbilisi, thousands of antigay 
demonstrators led by Ortho¬ 
dox priests broke through po¬ 
lice lines and attacked 
gay-rights demonstrators, 
who had to be evacuated by 
police. 

In Russia’s second city of 
St. Petersburg, a few dozen 
gay-rights activists held a 
rally under heavy police pro¬ 
tection after organizers re¬ 
ported receiving death 
threats. 

In a report released on 
May 17, the European 
Union’s rights agency said 
sexual minorities face wide¬ 
spread intolerance and vio¬ 
lence across EU countries. 

The Vienna-based Funda¬ 
mental Rights Agency (FRA) 
said that a poll it conducted 
of more than 93,000 lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) people in the Eu¬ 
ropean Union and Croatia 
revealed that 47 percent felt 
they were discriminated 
against or harassed in the pre¬ 
vious 12 months because of 
who they are. 

The Netherlands was the 
country with the lowest rate 
of discrimination at 30 per¬ 
cent, while more than 60 per¬ 
cent of those polled in 
Croatia, Romania, and 
Lithuania felt disadvantaged 
in areas such as education, 
work, or health care.

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Former Argentina dictator Women cannot stand for Iran president: 
Videla dies cleric 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - For¬ 
mer dictator Jorge Videla, who 
ruled Argentina during its 
’’Dirty War,” died in prison Fri¬ 
day while serving a life sen¬ 
tence for crimes against 
humanity. He was 87. 

Videla, who ruled at the 
head of a military junta be¬ 
tween 1976 and 1981, died of 
natural causes, C5N television 
reported. 

As many as 30,000 people 
were kidnapped and ’’disap¬ 
peared” by the military during 
an all-out campaign against the 
left launched by Videla, in 
which suspected opponents 


were swept into secret prisons, 
tortured and murdered. 

Videla, who came to power 
in a 1976 military coup, was 
sentenced to life in prison in 
2010 for the disappearance of 
31 prisoners and to another 50 
years in 2011 for the theft of 
children bom to female prison¬ 
ers. 

Videla showed little remorse 
for a record of human rights 
abuses that made the Argentine 
junta symbol of repressive 
Latin American military dicta¬ 
torships. 

He died in the Marcos Paz 
prison southwest of Buenos 
Aires. 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Women can 
not contest Iran’s June 14 pres¬ 
idential election, a member of 
the Islamic state’s electoral 
watchdog said in media reports 
on Friday, dashing the hopes of 
some 30 female candidates. 

’’The law prohibits women 
from being president,” said 
hardline cleric and former ju¬ 
diciary chief Ayatollah Mo¬ 
hammad Yazdi, quoted by the 
Mehr news agency. 

Yazdi is a prominent mem¬ 
ber of Iran’s Guardians Coun¬ 
cil, an unelected watchdog 
controlled by religious conser¬ 
vatives and appointed by Iran's 
supreme leader Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei that is tasked 


mainly with vetting candi¬ 
dates. 

The vetting process is de¬ 
signed to ensure candidates are 
faithful to the principles of the 
Islamic republic and its official 
religion. 

Since the 1979 Islamic rev¬ 
olution, it has rejected all fe¬ 
male candidates for the 
presidency, although women 
have been allowed to stand in 
parliamentary elections and to 
serve as lawmakers. 

A final list of hopefuls who 
can contest the June 14 poll is 
expected to be announced 
early next week. Some 686 
people, including 30 women, 
registered their candidacy last 


week. 

Yazdi said that under the 
constitution only men can run 
for the presidency, but did not 
specify if this was his interpre¬ 
tation or that of the council. 

In 2009, the watchdog's 
spokesman, Abbasali Kadkho- 
dai, said there was no restric¬ 
tion on women standing for 
president. 

The Guardians Council had 
"never rejected anyone's candi¬ 
dacy because (he or she) was a 
woman or a man, and when a 
woman's candidacy was re¬ 
jected it was because she did 
not have the overall skills,” he 
said at the time. 


Chopard jewels worth $1 million stolen at Cannes 


CANNES (AFP) - Jewellery 
worth more than $1 million 
due to be loaned to stars at the 
Cannes Film Festival was 
stolen from a local hotel in a 
pre-dawn heist on Friday but 
the coveted Palme d'Or trophy 
was safe, officials said. 

In a scenario itself worthy of 
a movie, thieves entered the 
hotel room of an American 


woman employee of Swiss bi- 
joutier Chopard and ripped out 
the strongbox in the wardrobe, 
according to police reports. 

They then made off with the 
safe and the jewels inside. 

The robbery took place be¬ 
fore 5:00 a.m at the Novotel 
hotel, which is located about 
15 minutes from the festival 
venue, they said. 


Police are looking at footage 
from the city's security cameras 
to hunt for clues, they added. 

Chopard is one of the official 
sponsors of the festival, and 
one of its stores, complete with 
its own red carpet, lies on the 
palm-fringed beachfront, just 
opposite the venue. 

The jeweller redesigned the 
Palme d'Or trophy and each 


year lends out jewellery to stars 
for their walk up the red-car¬ 
peted steps at the Palais des 
Festivals. 

The photo-calls are hugely 
valuable to makers of gowns 
and jewellery, providing media 
exposure around the world. 

Last year, thieves made off 
with four watches worth 
400,000 euros ($513,000) be¬ 


longing to football stars 
Souleymane Diawara and Ma- 
madou Niang who were in 
Cannes for the festival. 

Actresses at this year's festi¬ 
val who have donned Chopard 
jewellery include Julianne 
Moore, Lana Del Rey, Cindy 
Crawford, China's Fan Bing- 
bing and Spain's Blanca 
Suarez. 
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French firm denies 
fraud over faulty 
breast implants 


Acne pill benefits outweigh 
blood clot risk: EU agency 


MARSEILLE (AFP) 
Lawyers for the founder of 
French firm PIP whose faulty 
breast implants sparked a 
global health scare denied 
wrongdoing Friday as the 
court said it would deliver a 
verdict in December. 

In closing arguments, the 
defence called for a lighter 
sentence than the four-years 
imprisonment requested by 
prosecutors. 

The month-long trial in 
Marseille saw prosecutor 
Jacques Dallest also calling for 
PIP founder Jean-Claude Mas 
to pay a 100,000 euro 
($130,000) fine and to be 
banned from working in med¬ 
ical services or from running a 
company. 

Five PIP executives are on 
trial in the case including the 
73-year-old Mas, charged with 
aggravated fraud for using in¬ 


dustrial-grade silicone in im¬ 
plants. 

The others on trial are PIP's 
former general manager 
Claude Couty, quality control 
director Hannelore Font, tech¬ 
nical director Loic Gossart and 
product director Thierry 
Brinon. 

The prosecutor called for 
prison terms of between six 
months and two years for the 
other defendants. 

Mas, speaking in court to his 
four co-accused, said he re¬ 
gretted "the manner in which 
PIP had to wind up." 

"A large percentage of the 
victims had NuSil gel (which 
is made by a California com¬ 
pany which can be used in 
medical applications) in their 
implants," he said. Mas reiter¬ 
ated that the gel used by his 
company was "not toxic or 
dangerous." 


Pregnant 
Canadian 
women sue 
over faulty 
birth control 
pills 

OTTAWA (AFP) - A group of 
pregnant Canadian women 
launched a class-action lawsuit 
Friday against the maker of a 
recalled birth control pill after 
it was discovered the packages 
contained mostly placebos. 

The lawsuit over 45 un¬ 
wanted pregnancies and four 
abortions seeks Can$800 mil¬ 
lion (US$778.8 million) 
against pharmaceutical firm 
Apotex, the maker of the birth 
control pill Alysena. 

"When they first got the 
news that they were pregnant 
they were shocked, stressed 
out and very worried," lawyer 
Sandy Zaitzeff said of his 
clients. 

"Raising a child today costs 
millions of dollars," he told 
AFP. "In this modern world, 
people enter into relationships 
and don't necessarily want to 
have a child and so should not 
be burdened with the costs of 
raising a child." 

Thousands of pill packages 
with the lot number LF01899A 
were recalled April 8 because 
some packages contained two 
weeks worth of placebo pills 
instead of just one. 

Days later, the recall was 
expanded to 11 other lots, for a 
total of 550,000 packages. 

Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq has ordered an in¬ 
vestigation into a five-day 
delay in informing the public. 



PARIS (AFP) - Europe's med¬ 
icines watchdog said Friday 
the benefits of acne drug 
Diane-35, also widely used as 
a contraceptive, outweigh the 
risk of developing blood clots 
in the veins — when correctly 
prescribed. 

The clot risk was "low", 
said a European Medicines 
Agency (EMA) ruling on a 
French-initiated review of the 
drug's safety. 

But it stressed Diane-35 and 
its generics should be used 
only for acne treatment, as in¬ 
dicated by the pill's German 
manufacturer, Bayer. 

It should only be prescribed 
when alternative acne treat¬ 
ments had failed, and measures 
must be taken to minimise the 
blood clot risk. 

"Since Diane-35 and its 
generics are hormonal contra¬ 
ceptives, women should not 
take these medicines in combi¬ 
nation with other hormonal 
contraceptives" — this would 
expose them to high doses of 
the female hormone oestrogen, 
which has been linked to 
thrombosis, the agency said in 
a statement. 


Diane-35 is authorised in 
over 100 countries and used by 
millions of women. 

According to the package 
insert on Bayer's website, 
Diane-35 is indicated for hor¬ 
monal skin conditions, in cases 
that other treatments had not 
worked. 

The leaflet seeks to discour¬ 
age the drug's use for birth con¬ 
trol alone — although 
Diane-35's hormone make-up 
means it acts as a contraceptive 
by blocking ovulation. 

The insert does warn of a 
higher risk of blood clots in the 
blood vessels, which can break 
off and lodge in the lungs, ob¬ 
structing blood flow to key or¬ 
gans and cause heart attacks or 
strokes, even death. 

In January, French health 
regulator ANSM suspended 
sales of the hormone tablet 
which it linked to four throm¬ 
bosis deaths and more than 100 
cases of blood clots in the past 
25 years. 

In some European countries 
it is authorised for use as a dual 
acne treatment-contraception 
solution.

Pet lovers take blogging 
to the next level 



TYSONS CORNER (AFP) - 
When Dexter the cocker 
spaniel tore a ligament in his 
hind leg a few weeks ago, he 
didn’t suffer in silence. In¬ 
stead, his owner wrote a blog 
post. 

’’The vet told me my dog 
needed surgery, and I thought, 
'You know, there's got to be 
something else'," said Carol 
Bryant, who writes a "canine¬ 
centric online magazine" 
called A Fidose of Reality. 

Responding to her blog en¬ 
tries, readers told Bryant that 
Dexter didn't have to go under 
the knife. He had options, like 
laser therapy and a leg brace 
he'll be wearing for the next 
six months. 

So good is his progress that 
Dexter has come with Bryant 
from rural Pennsylvania to this 
Washington suburb for the 
biggest US gathering ever of 
pet bloggers — people who 
embrace social media to rave 
about pets. 

The Fifth Annual BlogPaws 
Conference, with 500 partici¬ 
pants and perhaps as many 
critters, is a chance to network, 
swap ideas and maybe win a 
coveted Nose-to-Nose Pet 
Blogging and Social Media 
award (for which The Intrepid 
Pup, about a peripatetic Vizsla 
called Tavish, is nominated in 
three categories). 


Workshops include a primer 
on using Google Analytics to 
gauge online readership, 
building bridges between 
bloggers and veterinarians, 
and Schmitty the Weather Dog 
demonstrating a just-released 
Sony canine video harness. 

In its online community, 
BlogPaws has 2,200 mem¬ 
bers, said co-founder Yvonne 
DiVita, who writes about her 
cat and three dogs in Colorado 
on a blog titled Scratchings 
and Sniffings. 

With Americans spending 
$53.33 billion on their pets 
last year, according to the 
American Pet Products Asso¬ 
ciation, and 62 percent of 
households owning a pet, the 
pet care industry is taking the 
bloggers seriously. 

"The followers and readers 
of pet blogs are so loyal, and 
they trust the word of blog¬ 
gers," said Bridget Evans, a 
San Diego publicist attending 
BlogPaws for VetlQ, a new¬ 
comer to the pet medication 
and health supplements busi¬ 
ness. 

Longtime syndicated pet 
columnist Steve Dale said his 
blog, which he updates daily, 
is one of the most popular 
among 200 blogs hosted by 
the Chicago Tribune's 
Chicago Now website, attract¬ 
ing 100,000 visitors a month.

US scientist not involved in classified 
research: witnesses 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Col¬ 
leagues of a US scientist found 
hanged in Singapore last year 
told a coroner's inquiry Friday 
he was not involved in projects 
with military applications and 
was never asked to compromise 
any country's national security. 

High-tech researcher Shane 
Todd, whose death under dis¬ 
puted circumstances last June 
sparked global media attention, 
was part of a research team 
working on gallium-nitride 
(GaN), a semiconductor that 
can be used in radar and satel¬ 
lite communications. 

Todd's parents allege their 
son was murdered after he had 
grown anxious the project he 
was working on for the Institute 
of Microelectronics (IME) was 
linked to a Chinese telecoms 
firm and could endanger US 
national security. 

Medical experts have said 
that an autopsy report point to a 
suicide, but the family, backed 
by senior US officials, asked 


for a deeper probe. 

"During his time at the IME, 
Shane was never asked to do 
anything that would compro¬ 
mise the national security of 
any country," Patrick Lo, 
deputy executive director for 
research at the institute, told the 
inquest on its fifth day. 

"Shane was also never asked 
to obtain restricted or classified 
information and to provide 
them to other countries," said 
Lo, who was Todd's immediate 
superior. 

The coroner's inquiry, which 
is due to last until May 28, will 
determine the cause of his 
death. 

At the time of his death at 
age 31, Todd had just finished 
a stint with the IME, where he 
was part of a team working on 
GaN. 

His former colleagues how¬ 
ever told the inquiry there was 
nothing sinister about the proj¬ 
ect and that research on GaN is 
commonplace in the industry. 


The London-based Financial 
Times reported in February that 
the scientist was working on an 
advanced amplifier using GaN 
which could have military ap¬ 
plications. 

The report said a computer 
hard drive discovered by Todd's 
parents at his flat after his death 
linked the amplifier project to 
Huawei Technologies, a Chi¬ 
nese telecom giant suspected by 
Washington of involvement in 
espionage. 

But Lo at the inquiry reiter¬ 
ated IME's earlier assertions 
that talks between the institute 
Huawei on the development of 
a GaN amplifying device never 
progressed beyond preliminary 
stages. 

He also said the amplifiers 
were not for military use as re¬ 
ported by the newspaper as 
their frequency and power 
specifications meant they were 
more suitable for commercial 
purposes.

US Treasury: 
no impact 
from debt 
cap before 
Sept 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Treasury Secretary Jacob Lew 
said on Friday that the govern¬ 
ment would not feel the pinch 
from a cap on debt before Sep¬ 
tember, as net new borrowings 
were to halt this weekend. 

The Treasury's statutory bor¬ 
rowing power — necessary to 
bridge a large budget deficit 
that is forecast at $642 billion 
for the fiscal year ending Sep¬ 
tember 30 — will be capped on 
Saturday, by congressional leg¬ 
islation set earlier this year. 

The May 18 date was set at 
the beginning of February in a 
short-term compromise be¬ 
tween the White House and Re¬ 
publicans in Congress as the 
two sides battle over how to re¬ 
duce the federal budget deficit. 

On Friday the debt stood at 
$16.7 trillion, up $300 billion 
from when the previous ceiling 
was reached on December 31. 

In a letter Lew wrote to 
House of Representatives 
Speaker John Boehner that was 
released Friday, he said the 
Treasury could keep the gov¬ 
ernment going and "pay the na¬ 
tion's bills" into September, if 
not longer, helped by special 
accounting measures and a sur¬ 
prise rise in receipts from taxes 
and dividends. 

The special measures include 
by adjusting the way the Treas¬ 
ury manages cash and debt 
flows, for instance by not issu¬ 
ing debt to absorb cash received 
by the Social Security system. 

But Lew urged Congress to 
quickly raise the borrowing 
limit to ensure confidence in the 
government's ability to fund it¬ 
self and pay its creditors. 

Increasing the debt limit 
"simply permits the United 
Sates to honor pre-existing 
commitments to our citizens, 
businesses and investors here 
and around the world," he said.

The data suggested "that the 
US is firmly turning around, and 
that (oil) demand should be more 
robust this summer as people 
will be driving, and (consumer) 
confidence is important for that," 
said Michael Lynch of Strategic 
Energy and Economic Research. 

Adding to the market opti¬ 
mism was a rebound in the Con¬ 
ference Board's leading 


economic index in April. The 
reading pointed to "a continuing 
economic expansion with some 
upside potential," the research 
firm said. 

Phil Flynn of Price Futures 
Group agreed that the strong 
consumer confidence number 
was "good for gasoline" demand 
as the summer vacation driving 
season gets under way at the end 
of May.

Auto Racing: Indy 500 pole fight 
set for today 



NFL: Jets rusher 
Goodson arrested 



NDIANAPOLIS, (AFP) - 
Three-time Indianapolis 500 
winner Dario Franchitti has 
never started on the front row 
in the US oval classic but the 
Scotsman is threatening to 
claim the top spot today. 

Qualifying for the 97th 
Indy 500 on May 26 will be 
staged this weekend at the 
famed 2 1/2-mile (four kilo¬ 
meter) oval with the pole 
being decided on Saturday 
and the final spots in the 33- 
car field to be filled on Sun¬ 
day. 

Defending champion Fran¬ 
chitti, who has finished third 
in qualifying four different 
times, won from the inside of 
the second row in 2007 and 
2010 but came from 16th to 
capture last year's race in a 
thriller. 

Franchitti held off Japan's 
Takuma Sato, who crashed 
attempting a pass on the in¬ 
side of the first turn on the 
final lap, to claim the 2012 
victory. 

On Wednesday, Franchitti 


clocked the top practice 
speed at 224.236 mph in his 
Honda-powered Dallara. 

"It doesn't really count for 
much, but it's nice nonethe¬ 
less," Franchitti said. "We're 
still very much in the prepa¬ 
ration stage. We're making 
changes to the car... really the 
lap time came from being in 
the right place at the right 
time. Still got a little work to 
do but we're closer than we 
have been." 

Only Americans Marco 
Andretti, whose grandfather 
Mario won the famed racing 
family's only Indy title back 
in 1969, and Ryan Hunter- 
Reay, the reigning IndyCar 
series champion, and Brazil's 
Helio Castroneves, a three¬ 
time Indy 500 winner, turned 
faster laps in the first five 
days of practice. 

"We have a solid idea of 
the setup we want the car to 
have at this point," Andretti 
said. 

That trial and error has 
helped Hunter-Reay as well. 


"We tried quite a few dif¬ 
ferent setups because the 
weather is changing. It's get¬ 
ting hotter," he said. "So 
we're just logging more data. 
We were on the top of the 
charts most of the day but fin¬ 
ished with a great race car, so 
I'm really happy with it." 

Franchitti had the only 
Honda engine among the 
speed leaders, the others run¬ 
ning on Chevrolet power. The 
only other car among the 
fastest 10 with Honda power 
is that of Sato, this season's 
points leader. 

Sato, a former Formula 
One racer, became the first 
Japanese driver to win an In¬ 
dyCar race when he captured 
the title last month at Long 
Beach. He has 136 points, 13 
ahead of Andretti with Cas¬ 
troneves 20 points back in 
third. 

"We are here aiming to win 
the 500. So there is no reason 
why we cannot," Sato said, 
dismissing any notion he 
might be reluctant to attack 
again on the final lap with 
victory on the line. "When 
there is a chance, then I never 
back off." 



NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Jets running back Mike 
Goodson, who just signed a 
three-year deal with the Na¬ 
tional Football League club, 
was arrested Friday morning 
on drug possession and 
weapon charges, police said. 

Goodson and another man, 
Garant Evans, were spotted by 
a tow truck driver in a stopped 
vehicle in suburban Denville, 
New Jersey, according to state 
police.

ROME (AFP) - World num¬ 
ber one Novak Djokovic 
crashed out of the Rome Mas¬ 
ters at the hands of big-serving 
Tomas Berdych on Friday 
while Maria Sharapova with¬ 
drew from the women's event 
through illness. 

Berdych, who had beaten 
top-seeded Djokovic only 
once in their last 14 meetings, 
prevailed 2-6, 7-5, 6-4 to book 
himself an unlikely place in 
the semi-finals against Nadal 
and boost his chances ahead 
of the French Open which gets 
underway on May 26. 

"I lost this match by my¬ 
self," admitted Djokovic, who 
had led by a set and 5-2 and 
had suffered a second round 
loss to Grigor Dimitrov at last 
week's Madrid Masters. 

After his feat, Berdych said 
he put his past record against 
Djokovic to the back of his 
mind. 

French surprise package 
Benoit Paire reached his first 
Masters semi-final with a 6-1,

NBA: Kings sold to group led 
by India's Ranadive 


BALTIMORE (AFP) - Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Orb will 
start today’s 138th Preakness 
from the usually unfancied rail, 
but trainer Shug McGaughey 
likes his colt's chances even 
with the inside starting spot. 

Orb will try to win the 1 
3/16ths-mile event at Pimlico 
to sustain hopes for the first US 
flat racing Triple Crown sweep 
since Affirmed in 1978, which 
would also require the three- 
year-old to capture the Bel¬ 
mont Stakes on June 8. 

Going from the inside often 
means the horse is charging 
while the entire field of rivals 
is trying to claim the same 
space for the shortest line 
around the track. But in a nine- 
horse Preakness field, Me- 
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Gaughey is not so worried. 

"It's a pretty straight start," 
he said. "They won't be jock¬ 
eying for position as much 
going into the first turn as they 
did in the Derby. We'll hold 
our position, see how the race 
plays out and take it from 
there." 

No horse has won the 
Preakness starting from the 
rail since Tabasco Cat in 1994. 

Orb, the even-money fa¬ 
vorite, might also benefit be¬ 
cause he tends to back off the 
pace early in the race as he did 
at the Derby, where a field of 
20 might have consigned him 
to an also-ran spot had he 
drawn the rail. 

"It's not nearly (as bad) as it 
would be for the Derby," he 
said. 

In all, 12 horses have won 
the Derby and Preakness since 
1978 but none has taken the 
longest race, at Belmont, to 
become the 12th Triple Crown 
winner. 

Mylute, with Rosie 
Napravnik aboard, is second 
with oddsmakers at 5-1 fol¬ 
lowed by Departing at 6-1 and 
Goldencents with jockey 
Kevin Krigger at 8-1. 

Krigger, from the US Virgin 
Islands, could become the first 
black jockey to win the Preak¬ 
ness since Willie Simms 
aboard Sly Fox in 1898. Krig¬ 
ger will be only the seventh 


black jockey in the Preakness, 
the first since 1985. 

Napravnik will become only 
the third woman jockey in the 
Preakness and the first since 
1994. The only Triple Crown 
triumph by a woman jockey 
was in 1993 when Julie Krone 
rode Colonial Affair to victory 
at the Belmont Stakes. 

The field also includes 
Itsmyluckyday at 10-1, Will 
Take Charge and Govenor 
Charlie at 12-1, Oxbow at 15- 
1 and 30-1 longshot Titletown 
Five. 

Goldencents, who finished 
17th at the Derby, will start 
alongside Orb. 

"We're completely comfort¬ 
able with No. 2," Goldencents 
trainer Doug O'Neill said. "If 
all goes well, (Orb) is going to 
be behind us — at least early. 
That is where having a cool- 
headed guy like Kevin will 
come into play." 

Mylute, fifth in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, will start from the 
fifth gate with Illinois Derby 
winner Departing out of the 
fourth gate. 

"Orb isn't going to go on 
with it so he's going to have to 
go around," said Departing 
trainer A1 Stall. 

Veteran trainer D. Wayne 
Lukas offers Will Take Charge, 
Oxbow and Titletown Five this 
time but admits Orb is the 
horse to beat. 


SACRAMENTO (AFP) - A 
group led by software magnate 
Vivek Ranadive of India has 
purchased the NBA's Sacra¬ 
mento Kings and will keep the 
team in the California capital, 
according to several media re¬ 
ports. 

The Maloof family had 
made a deal to sell the club to 
a group that would have 
moved it to Seattle, but league 
owners voted 22-8 to reject 
that deal on Wednesday, set¬ 
ting the stage for the sale to 
Ranadive's group for a record 
sum. 

Reports by the Sacramento 
Bee, USA Today and NBA 
telecasters Turner Sports and 
ESPN said the group would 
buy 65 percent controlling in¬ 
terest in the Kings for a record 
NBA club valuation of $535 
million. 

That would mean 


Ranadive's group would spend 
$347 million for the Kings in a 
a deal expected to be officially 
announced next week by the 
NBA. 

Ranadive becomes the first 
NBA owner of India heritage at 
a time when the league has 
made moves to try and grow 
interest in basketball among 
the 1.2 billion people in 
cricket-loving India. 

As part of the deal, Sacra¬ 
mento mayor Kevin Johnson - 
- a former NBA player — and 
the group must build a new 
$447 million arena in short 
order. 

Also under league rules, 
Ranadive must sell his minor¬ 
ity interest in the NBA's 
Golden State Warriors. 

Seattle once had an NBA 
club, the SuperSonics, but the 
team was relocated to Okla¬ 
homa City and renamed the 
Thunder in 2008.

Leonard finished with 16 
points and 10 rebounds for the 
Spurs, who got 14 points from 
Tiago Splitter and 11 from 
Danny Green. 

Curry led the Warriors with 
22 points on 10-of-25 shooting 
but only scored six points in 
the second half. 

Jarrett Jack added 15 points 
for the Warriors, who were 
without forward Harrison 
Barnes in the fourth quarter 
after his frightening fall near 
the end of the first half. 

Barnes came down hard on 
his right side, his head hitting 
the court. He needed six 
stitches in a cut over his right 
eye, returned to the game in 
the third quarter but then de¬ 
parted complaining of a 
headache. 

"Sometimes one of the best 
statements you can make is 
fighting," said Warriors coach 
Mark Jackson. "Guys battled. 
Guys gave me everything they 
had. And we fought. I could 
not be prouder of any group."
